The mem-
bers were keyed up to the highest
pitch and practically a full member-
thip remained on duty throughout the
session.

FRENCH GOVERNMENT S0 IN-

If this is carried
out, Castro will be on his way to
Europe in a day or so. Unless his
physical condition be such as to
jeopardize hig life, the program will
be carried out. The state department
is much gratified at the way the
French government has acted and
feels relieved that Castro is to be
sent back to Europe.
